Washington, April 28,—Consul Can­ 
ada reported to the state department 
that the American flag was raised 
over the port of Vera Cruz with im- 
P re ms ive cerem onies at 3 o’clock yes­ 
terday* afternoon. 


Vera Cruz, April 2* —The only fight­ 
ing r* ported is by Admiral Mayo at 
Tampico. 
In a wireless message to 
Admiral Badger ne said the Constitu­ 
tionalists have made a desperate on­ 
slaught on tie* federal defenses of the 
city, but that no Americans are in the 
danger zone. 
The federals have turn­ 
ed the petroleum from several big 
wells loose and it is overspreading the 
territory. If ignited it would do great 
damage. 


Washington, April 28.—Huerta’s for­ 
mal acceptance of the mediation pro­ 
posal was received by Senor Iliano, 
the Spanish minister, late last night 
and immediately was forwarded by I 
him to the representatives of the three 
South American governments which 
offered th e i r g( od offices. 
The m e s ­ 
sage, which came to the Spanish em­ 
bassy from Mexico City, said that Hu­ 
erta accepted "‘mediation in principle." 
Ambassador DeGama of Brazil lost 
no time in calling his two colleagues 
in the diplomatic service, Ministers 
Xaon of Argentina and Suarez of Chili, 
in conference and s h o r t l y after Secre­ 
tary of State Bryan was called to the 
conference. 
No official information was given out 
in r e g a r d to the character of Huerta s !

to m e d i a t e the present crisis. 
The receipt of Hut rta's reply follow­ 
ed close upon tie* disclosure in Wash­ 
ington of the fact that England, France 
and Germany have been exercising 
great pressure upon him to consent to 
a peaceful settlement of the present 
difficulties. 
The most interesting fea­ 
ture of this disclosure, however, was 
the fact that the European powers 
had been urged by Secretary of State 
Bryan to use their good offices in sup­ 
port of the efforts of the South Ameri­ 
can countries. 
Mr. Bryan's Effective Labors. 
Secretary Bryan called the repre­ 
sentatives of Germany, England and 
F r a n c e to the state department and, 
it Is understood, urged upon them the 
wisdom of having their governments 
use their influence with Huerta to ac­ 
cede to the mediation proposals. 
Mr. 
Bryan pointed out to the European 
governments that it would be a great 
achievement for them if they could 
help in this way toward the peaceful 
settlement of the present difficulties. 
It was asserted here that this wjas one 
explanation of the influence which the 
three European powers have been ex­ 
erting upon Huerta. 
With all of Latin-America and the 
three powerful governments of Europe 
pushing him on toward a peaceful ad­ 
justment of the present situation. Hu­ 
erta, with his own control of Mexico 
tottering, has been driven by an al­ 
most irresistible force. 
Washington has good reason to be­ 
lieve that other powerful influences 
are being brought to bear upon Huer­ 
ta. 
It is understood that financial in­ 
terests in this country and Europe 
which have large investments in the 
Mexican republic and which up to this 
time have been inclined to stand bt - 
hind Huerta, an* now convinced that 
his day of usefulness in the southern 
republic is over and that the timet has 
arrived for some solution such as is 
off* red through the present mediation 
proposal. 
The Question of Recognition. 
While Huerta's reply has tended to 
strengthen the boite of this govern­ 
ment in the mediation plan, officials 
here are still in the dark as to what 


will be the attitude of Curran a Tit ere 
are indications here that the I*nitcd 
States will not dally long with C irran- 
za on this subject, 
it would not sur­ 
prise many here if a refusal by Car 
ranza would be met by this govern­ 
ment with overtures to Villa, 
Villa has been outspoken in his ef­ 
forts to please the administration and 
to placate the feeling that has been 
aroused in northern Mexico as a re ult 
of the seizure of Vera Cruz. 
Carran­ 
za on the other hand has l>een sulky 
and verging on a spirit of defiance. 
The suggestion has been made that 
the South American diplomats might 
find it necessary to submit their pro­ 
posals to Villa, in the event of Car­ 
ranza's refusal to consider a media­ 
tion program. 
The representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernments In Washington believe that 
the question of recognition is likely 
to rn* et a stumbling block in the me­ 
diation program. 
They exjert Huer­ 
ta. when the time comes for submit 
ting his pro{»osals, to Impose condi­ 
tions of his own, just as President 
Wilson has imposed conditions. 
For­ 
eign diplomats who have good sources 
of informant ii in Mexico C t v are cer­ 
tain that H uerta w ill contend that the 
ave tance of the mediation proposals 


<if t h e United States constitute a rec­ 
ognition of the Huerta government. 
President Wilson will not accede to 
this 
Yet diplomats in Washington 
believe that Huerta will have plausible 
grounds for contending that the United 
States finally has extended recognition 
to him, and in this contention he ma> 
obtain enough satisfaction to finable 
him to make substantial concessions 
on his own side. 
On the other hand Carranza or Vil­ 
la, if they become panties to the me­ 
diation plan, are likely to keep paw 
with Huerta in laying claim to recog­ 
nition. at least for the government 'n 
control of the northern part of Mex­ 
ico. These counter claims are certain 
to lead to almost insurmountable dif­ 
ferences between the factions in Mex­

Washington, April 28.—H uerta’s for­ 
mal acceptance of the mediation pro­ 
posal was received by Senor Riano, 
the Spanish minister, late last night 
and immediately was forwarded by 
him to the representatives of the three 
South American governments which 
offered their good offices. 
The mes­ 
sage. which came to the Spanish em­ 
bassy from Mexico City, said that Hu­ 
erta accepted ‘mediation in principle.” 
Ambassador DeGama of Brazil lost 
no time in calling .his two colleagues 
in the diplomatic service, Ministers 
Naon of Argentina and Suarez of Chili, 
in conference and shortly after Secre­ 
tary of State Bryan was called to the 
conference. 
No official information was given out 
in regard to the c h a r a c t e r of Huerta's 
reply except that it constituted a for­ 
mal acceptance by him of the proposal 
to m ediate the present crisis. 
T he receipt of Hue rta's reply follow­ 
ed close upon the disclosure in Wash­ 
ington of the fact that England, France 
and Genhany have been exercising 
great pressure upon him to consent to 
a pea ce ful sc ttlement of the present 
difficulties. 
The most interesting fea­ 
ture of this disclosure, however, was 
the fact that the European powers 
had been urged bv Secretary of State 
Bryan to use their good offices In sup­ 
port of the efforts of the South Ameri­ 
can countries. 
Mr. Bryan’s Effective Labors. 
Secretary Bryan called the repre­ 
sentatives of Germany, England and 
France to the state departm ent and. 
it is understood, urged upon them the 
wisdom of having their governments 
use their influence with H uerta to ac­ 
cede to the mediation proix>sals. 
Mr. 
Bryan pointed out to the European 
governments that it would be a great 
achievem ent for them if they could 
help In this way toward the peaceful 
settlement of the present difficulties. 
It was asserted here that this was one 
explanation of the influence which the 
three European pourers have been ex­ 
erting upon Huerta. 
W ith all of Latin-America and the 
three powerful governments of Europe 
pushing him on toward a peaceful ad­ 
justm ent of the present situation. Hu­ 
erta, with his own control of Mexico 
tottering, has been driven by an al­ 
most irresistible force. 
Washington has good reason to be­ 
lieve that other powerful influences 
are being brought to bear upon Huer­ 
ta. 
It is understood that financial in-j 
terests in this country and Bu rope 
which have large investm ents in the 
Mexican republic and which up to this 
time have been inclined to stand be­ 
hind Huerta, are now convinced that 
his day of usefulness in the southern 
republic is over and th at the time has 
arrived for some solution such as is 
offered through the present mediation 
proposal. 
The Question of Recognition. 
W hile Huerta's reply has tended to 
strengthen the hope of this govern­ 
m ent in tim mediation plan, officials 
here are still in the dark as to what

will be the attitude of Carranza. There 
are indications here th.it the I tilted 
States will not dally long with Carran­ 
za on this subject. 
It would not sur­ 
prise many here if a refusal by Car­ 
ranza would be met by this govern­ 
m ent with overtures to Villa. 
Villa has been outspoken in his ef­ 
forts to please the administration and 
to placate the feeling that has been 
aroused in northern Mexico as a result 
of the seizure of Vera Cruz. 
Carran­ 
za on tile other hand has l>een sulky 
and verging on a spirit of defiance. 
T he suggestion has been made that 
the South American diplomats might 
find it necessary to subm it their pro­ 
posals to Villa, in the event of Car­ 
ranza's refusal to consider a media­ 
tion program. 
The representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernm ents in W ashington believe that 
the question of recognition is likely 
to m eet a stumbling block in the me­ 
diation procram. 
They expect Huer­ 
ta. whim the time comes for submit­ 
ting his proposals, to Impose condi­ 
tions of his own, just as President 
Wilson has imposed conditions. 
For­ 
eign diplomat.- who have good sources 
of information in Mexico City are cer­ 
tain that Huerta will contend that the 
acceptance of the mediation proposals 
of the United States constitute a rec­ 
ognition of the Huerta government. 
President Wilson will not accede to 
this. 
Vet diplomats in Waahimtton 
believe that Huerta will have plausible 
grounds for contending that the United 
States finally has ext. ivied recognition 
to him. and in this contention he may 
obtain enough satisfaction to enable 
him to make substantial concessions 
on his own side, 
On the other hand Carranza or Vil­ 
le, if they become panties to the me­ 
diation plan, are likely to keep pace 
with Huerta in laying claim to recog­ 
nition, at least for the government in 
control of the northern part of Mex­ 
ico. 
These counter claims are certain 
to lead to almost Insurmountable dif­ 
ferences between the factions in Mex­ 
ico, to say nothing of th e contentions 
between them and the United States.

H errera is selected, the report says, 
to replace Villa as chief military offi­ 
cer of the north, according to the Car­ 
ranza program.

say th a t If any such intrigue is under 
way “Villa win put the whole bunch 
in jail.” 
However, it is known that Villa’s 
attitude toward Americans is not near­ 
ly so popular with the majority of the 
rebel soldiers as the attitude of Car­ 
ranza, and mutterings have even been 
heard in Juarez against the pacific at­ 
titude of Villa, with threats to “do 
something” while he is absent from 
the border.
